that the tribesmen of Africa realized that they could not cope with 
scientific warfare and he, therefore, looJcad for no sudden uprisings. 
Ee added that agenta of his asaoclation (U.U.I.A. ) had gone to Africa, 
eager to impart to their fellow iJegroea the education which they had 
received, but that propaganda worlc had been prevented and "then the 
agents turned back to •drum talk', centuries old. 3y staccato notes 

of the drum, educational messages are conveyed rapidly and for great 
disteuces from tribe to tribe." Garvey said hia agents had enlarged 

the "drum codes" to such an extent that sending of long messages was 
now possioie. ' ' -■ 

Later in the course of a speech made at Liberty

same matter, Garvey aald :

Of 800 negroes at Kismet Temple, Hoatrand Avenue and Herkimer Str., 
Brooklyn, on Sunday afternoon, the 9th Instant. Garvey's remarks 

aroused the audieme to greet enthusiasm and ha was continuously inter- 
u^ted by applause. In the course of hia speech Garvey said: 

"The year of 1924 is going to be a big year for the 
blspk man. We have a lot of things up our sleeves and v;e are going 

to spring them in 19 24. Next march one of the biggest steamers 

afloat is going to carry the first load of block men to Africa whera^

move rapidly enough to suit then. They thought that a nation could ; 

be horn overnight and that the whole thing could be done in a week. 

Garvey then announced that an ambassador, repre-sent 
ing the Ilegro xtace had recently been officially recognized by the 
Government of i*ranc e and that sn ambassador would soon be sent to 
SnglerrL where he v;ill receive the same cordial reception th!:t was 
accorded the ambassador to Prance. Ss then added: 

"We will get -the support of the entire world, 
because what it takes to sway the heads of nations, the Hegro of 
today has." 

After stating that a Cocmission of IJegroes would 
sail the following day for the purpose of interesting European 
Hations in the recognition of the new nation, and informing his 
audience that Africa, with all her weelth, rightfully belongs to 
the Negroea, Gervey said: 

"If gold is good for the VAiite men, it is good 
for the Black, man. This also applies to dieinond mines and oil 

lacda, aid if the Yrtilte man does not vent to give the black man 
what fcis rightfully his, the blaslc man ia strong enough to make tfc6 
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White man drinlc the oil." ..\ 

"Ihe V/hite nan is not goirg to give us all these 
things* V/a are strong enough and we will tate them, it is natural 
that he will not v.ant to give them to us without a struggle* You, 
yourselves, would not want to give av.a^ the things you have* You 
would be a danned fool if you did. But we are going to tai:e what is 
rightfully otrrs. ^be White r^n has got to keep his hands off. If 
he doesn't, there is going to he trouble and a hell of a lot of trouble 
at that." • 

After declaring that the separation of the V/hite 
and Black Kaces was a social and economic necessity, Garvey stated; 

"The law and the Constitution of any country 
does not affect or protect the minority faction. For this reason 
we oust t£l:e ourselves away- If I were a White man, I would be 
certain that no Black can ceme into my house. But, since I am a 
BLack man, I am going to be just as certain that no White man will 
enter my house. The i:egroe of today has assumed cultxire, and after 
a man has taken on culture, you cannot send him hack. Ee must be 
•permitted to go ahead. Two intellectual Races, such as now exist, 
in this country cannot continue to exist. Sim e we are so nuch in 
the minority, it is up to us go to the country that belonfs to us. 
The ilegro in his present mood is a daiigerous man. . We must organize 
and take that part of the world that belongs to us, redeem the land 
of our fati.ers. Leave Amarica to the Americans and the iCu Kluxers.

Gslttq; than advised bis audience to save as mucb 
as they can ani to hold on to their jobs as long as they can^because 
a terrible day is in store for us in this country." He then . 
added: 

"U Europe settles down tomorrow morning; that day 
begins. Tiatching the signs ol the time, you usill find that the 
statesmen of the world, including the statesmen of this country aBe 
making every effort to settle normally the affairs of the v/orld ani 
in the normal settlement of affairs, you and 1 will be pushed iieck 
into the gutter snd kept there probably until we die, except we have 
a program of relief for ourselvsa- Don't think this white man is 
always going to provide for you. Ee has provided for you in the 

past because be could not do otherwise." 

In closing, Garvey pointed out that the salvation 
of the colored race rested with the Universal Uegro Improvement 
Association and that he wanted them to realize their responsibility. 

"Sir" James O'llealey, another STjeaker told the 
audience that v;hen the claim was cade that tte Negroes are ca\£ing 
the government to change their policies against the subject race. It 
was no idle boast snd that this could be prevented if a study were 
ttade of the utterances of the statesmen of the colonizing powers, 
chiefly Great Britain, i'ran: e and Italy. O'LIealey then quoted from 
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a recent speech of Xord 3ir3cenhead, a prominent British stateaoan 
as foIXona: 

"The world continues to offer glittering opportiinities 
to those who have stout arcs and sharp swords, and it la therefore ' 
extremely improbable that the experience of future nations li 11 
differ in any material respect from that which has been since the 
twilight of the human race. It la for us, therefore, to prove in 
our history, to prove ourselves ^a military people, to abstain as has 
been our habit from provocations, but to maintain in our ov/n hands 
adequate means for our own protection end so equipped to march with 
head erect and bright eyes along the road to our imperial destiny." 

He thenpointad out that in the face of suchs dictum, 
it was foolhardy for the ilegro to rely on prayer, Sunday schools and 
churches; that only one thing in the world vculd give tba Hegro 
what be needed and that was force; political force; financial force 
and military force. He said it v.as silly to ait supinely by and 

expect the white nan to perfect a civilization for the iJegro and that 
in the next fifty or sixty years the white man would be s o busy solv- 
ing his own economical problem tht.t he would not be able to take any

thought of the iJegro. Ee said the Negro v.ould be the first to feel ! 
the economic pinch and j;!arcu3 Garvey was pointing the llegro to a great! 
and glorious country airL bidding them to carve out thisir own destiny, i

Xater oa, in the same speech, in sx^ealcing of a recent uprising is 32mzil, Garvey 
saidi 

» We see in an article in the nev/spapers that /uDerica will send her 
Battleships thsre to protect .American interests* 3oon Snglana will do 
the same and you may see the British and .^erlcan flags hoisted in 
Brazil* It is a capitalistic action. Ihe capitalists send their agents. 
The first a^ent is the misaicnary. He is the advance guard. The preacher, 
the so-called minister of the tiospel, who Is a part of the modem material 
organization, who is the advance guard of cornrrerciallsm, graft and plunder 
and rum and murder* He v^-asthe advance guard In Africa and that is why

"there is nothing in Africa but robbery oiad pluztdor, east and we3t« north 
and south* The saine they are doing In South Antericn, robbing, ezploitiog

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liiaCUS GA3V2y in the oourso of a speech, nada »t a session of 
the Convention of the TJniveraal ileerro improveraoit Association, touched upon 
hi3 trial and had the following to sayi 

"I cm here tonight not to hlame the rhite man for wiiat 
^ happened to me or the Universal ITesro Inprovement Association. 
It isas the white man's duty to put Tarcus Garvejr in jail. It 
was the T?hite man's duty to get rid of ZTarcus Garvey* It ^ras 
' the vhite man*s duty to send liarcus Oarvey to hell as quickly 
as they could ^et him there hecause it was a fight for exist- 
ence hetvjeen peoples. But the individual I cannot forget, the 
individual I ccji not for^iive, the individual I csn not under- 
stand - the I^egro himself who constitutes himself a atumhling 
bloclc in Ms o^m progress* It is natural that the white man 
wOTild want to send L'arcus Sarvey to jail for five years to pre- 
vent i:arcu3 Garvey leading 400,000,000 iregroes to a free and 
redeemed i.frica, because white men have their eyes on the gold- 
fields, on tlie diamond fields, on the radium deposits, the iron 
deposits of Africa.

He 
has prepaid a printed brief for his appeal consisting of about 
3000 pages, the cost of which was, defrayed by subscription from 
Negroes froi5 all ever the Uiiited SUtes.

ITarshal, was arrested on an incoming New 
Tork Central train on February 6th, 1925 and arraigned before Federal Judge 
X. !»• Hand, where he applied for a three day st£iy in which his Attorneys 
planned to seek a writ fros the Supreme Court for a review of his case. 

This application was refused and Qarvey will be talcen to Atlanta 
Penitentiary where he will begin a sentence of five years for using the 
mails in a fraudulent stock promotion in connection with the financing of 
his defunct ship line. 

Crowds of Negros filled the corridor of the Court House and the 
railway station on his departure.
